Berkman, who, during the _ steel 
yorks’ strike at Homestead, Pa., a 
number of years ago, shot H. C. Frick 
and served a long sentence in jail for 
the act, attempetd to preach anarchis- 
tic doctrines at a meeting of the unem- 
ployed under the direction of the 
Brotherhood Welfare Association. The 
meeting was organized by J. Eads 
Howe, known as the “Millionaire 
Hobo,” and Dr. Ben Reitman, “King 
of the Hoboes.” 

Dr. Reitman made a speech, which 
he said had been written by Emma 
Goldman, and was followed by J. 8. 
Overberger, former president of the 
Central Federated Union, who severely 
criticised the anarchistic doctrines in 
the address. It was after this that 
Berkman created a disturbance and in- 
sisted that he be allowed to speak. 

The police swarmed in, and after a 
struggle, restored a semblance of or- 
der, the audience having started a 
smal) riot. Emma Goldman, who was 
present, instantly left the hall when 
told that unless she went she also 
would be arrested.

When the Pacific Electric Railway 
‘became engeged in a suit with the 
Angels Gold Mining Company for the 
possession of property ‘on Mount Lowe 
Callahan, representing the 
company, Was presented by the plain- 
tiff’s attorney with a preparation made 
of pounded china and flower pote. The 
alleged expert proceeded to deliver a 
discourse on the amount of gold con- 
tained in the compound. 

After Callahan's glowing reports of 
the Nevada mining property. stock- 
holders went to the mines and re- 
turned with eighteen samples.

CLAUDIANES TRIAL SET. 


Greeks Accused of Oakland Dynamit- 
ing Start Lega! Battle for Es- 
caping Law, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPOFT.} 

OAKLAND, Sept. §8.—Both John and 
Peter Claudianes, the Greeks accused 
of dynamiting the home of forreer Su- 
pervisor James L. Gallagher, in this 
city, some weeks ago, were in court 
this morning before Judges Ogden and 
Lennon. Their trial was fixed for Oc- 
tober 19, after a long legal battle be- 
tween their attorney, Nathan Coghlin 
and J. W. Scott, and District Attorney 
Brown and his deputy W. H. Donohue. 

Attorney Coghlin filed a long de- 
murrer with the court to the effect 
that Section 601, under which they were 
indicted, was not constitutional. He 
said that he himself was a member of 
the Legislature at the time the act 
was passed and that he had amended 
it in such a way as to make it inop- 
erative. This was overruled. He then 
raised the point that the Greeks were 
indicted under the statute for explod- 
ing dynamite with the intent of injur- 
ing people. This he contended was 
clearly two different ch s. Both 
judges overruled him on this point. 
It was then that the time of trial 
was fixed. After the other proceed- 
ings of court, the lawyers for the 
Claudianes ‘made a motion for a reduc- 
tion of their bail from $40,000 each to 
$10,000 each, stating they could pro- 
cure this sum. At the request of Dis- 
trict Attorney Rrown, this was denied 
by Judge Ogden. The District Attor- 
ney said he did not propose, if he could 
help it, to have any ssibility exist 
for the Claudiaties to" get away from 
the jurisdiction of the court.

NOT APPROVED. 


MOORE FAILS 
TO MAKE HIT. 


Effort to Railroad Suit for 
Twelve Thousand. 


| Education Board Very Wary 
of Recommendation. 


Important Cuts in Expenses 
Are Suggested. 


If Superintendent of Schools E. C. 
Moore nad had his way last night, he 
would have embroiled the Board of 
Education in endless litigation. He 
made an effort to railroad through a 
resolution pledging that body to bring 
suit immediately against the Council 
and Auditor to secure the $12,000 
which, it is claimed, the city owes the 
board out of the municipal revenues. 

Moore embodied his recommendation 
in his report, carefully burying it be- 
neath a mass of routine stuff of little 
importance. When objection was 
raised to the scheme for stirring up 
trouLle, the superintegdent tried to 
qualify what he had sald. The ciause 
ih the ortginal draft of the report was 
a follows: 

“I recommend that the Board of Ed- 
ucation tmmediately sue the City Aud- 
iter and the Council for the $12,000, 
more or leas, collected but not appro- 
priated to school purposes last year.” 

Attention waa called to the fact that 
to pass such a resolution would be to 
stir up endless trouble with no means 
in sight for gettirg out of it. When 
Moore saw that his recommendation 
did not make a hit with the board, he 
hurried to explain that he only meant 
“to take the oreliminary steps.” In 
lieu of his recommendation, the fol- 
lowing was substituted: 
SURSTITUTE ADOPTED. 

“I recommend that the Board of 
Fiucation immediately take such pre- 
liminary steps as shall be necessary to 
collect the $12,000."" 

The secretary of the board was 4di- 
rected to confer with the City Attorney 
and get an opinion as to whether there 
is any authority for the engaging of 
counsel if litigation should be decided 
upon. 

Moore then arose with the announce- 
ment that he had been called upon by 
City Auditor Mushet, and two others, 
who expressed their desire to go over 
the accounts of the Board of Educa- 
tion. He said that, as far as the funds 
received from the city are concerned, 
they might do so at any time, but that 
they could not.investigate State and 
county funds. He hinted that he would 
be pleased to have the board place the 
séal of its approval upon his action. 
The board was very chary about 
committing itself, one of the members 
suggesting that, as the surerintendent 
had been so signally successful in his 
encounter with the Auditor, it. would 
be well to leave him alone. Such a 
not meet with the approval 
of oore, however, for he kept after 
the board to lay down some line of 
action for him to follow. 

In a half-hearted manner it was de- 
cided to keep the State and county re- 
ports from the City Auditor, in his 
Official position. Moore stated that 
nothing but an order from the eourt 
would induce him to let Mushet have 


access to the books. 
The entire session was given up to 
verbal sparring, Moore trying to get 


the promise of the board to back him 
up i nthe stand which he has taken, 
and that body wing great unwill- 
ingness to play’ cat's paw for the 
superintendent. 

CUTS IN EXPENSES... 
The Finance Comnyttee recommended 
that, in view in the shortage of fundz, 
the following cuts be made in ex- 


penses: ~ 
That ‘the evening high school be 
discontinued; that. two of the three 


elementary night echools be closed and 


that not more than six teachers be 
assign to the Olive-street night 
school; that no new kindergartens, 


Bloyd rooms or centers for instruction 
in cooking be opened during the 
year; that, beyond those already ar- 
ranged for, no new schoolrooms be 
opened .during the year, unless im- 
peratively necessary; that no new po- 
sitions be created in the high schools: 
that the staff in the repair depart- 
ment be limited to the foreman, the 
assistant foreman and not more than 
twenty-five men; that the vacancy in 
the superintendent's staff be not filled: 
that but $2500 be allowed for school 
library books; that but $30,000 be al- 
lowed the foreman’s department in- 
stead of $43,720; that but $35,000 be 
allowed for school supplies, instead of 
$42,171.40; that only $20,000, instead of 
$25,285.50 be allowed for materials for 
repairs; that only $16,000 be allowed 
for furniture and apparatus, instead 
of $21,500, and that but $20.784,.be al- 
lowed for light, power and fuel, in- 
stead of 784.30. 

A resolution was passed giving the 
Normal School authorities § greater 
control over the school and making it 
possible for them to nominate as 
teachers in the training school persons 
who have not taken the regular teach- 
ers’ examination. A proviso was made, 
however, that all teachere so appoint. 
ed must appear at the next regul_r 
examination after the appointment 
and be examined as required by law.

EMBERS of the Los Angeles 

Driving Club are anxious to see 

the handicap system of racing 
tried at the October matinee of the 
club. A race at a mile would prove 
a novelty and would draw a larger 
crowd than the mule race on the pro- 
gramme for next month. — 

Those interested say it would not 
take entries from the other class races 
for the horses that took part in it 
would have plenty of time to cool 
out and start in the others, if ten 
handicaps were the opening race, or 


if ten were last. 


It would not be a hard matter to 
handicap ten horses, as they are seen 
working every Gay at the track and 
their capabilities are welj known to 
nearly all the officiala of the club. 
Tne horses that are away on circuit 
amd will be home by that time have 
bees followed very cicse'y In the daily 
rapere and what they can do is pretty 
nearly as well known. 

The handicappers in the big Boston 
race succeeded in their work so well 
that it was with difficulty the judges 


to separate the six con- 


tending horses at the finish, though it 
necessitated watching the work of 127 
out of which thirty-three 
started, in all parts of the country, not 
only in their races all this summer, but 
in their workouts as well, for many of 
them, including the winner, Allen Win- 
ter, had not started In a race.

Following the above, the-question of our position 
as a world power is discussed with great perspicac- 
ity in the article published by the New York Times 
and coming almost from the dying lips of Grover 
Clevelahd.

“That Mr. Taft is possessed of this knowledge 
as is no other man in the country is hardiy to be 
denied; granted that he has had extraordinary op- 
portunities, he has shown himself able to improve 
those opportunities in a manner which, it is not 
extravagant to say, will be his broadest claim so 
far to enduring fame when the acute visual distor- 
tion of the present and opportune shall have given 
place to the inexorable perspective of history in 
which the relative values of public deeds to public 
duties: are completely clarified and announced to 
posterity. The misery and misfortune which an ig- 
norant or obstinate administrator, no matter how 
high the ethical standard of his motives, could en- 
tail upon our wards of the Pacifie and Caribbean 
are appalling to contemplate; were his administra- 


tion to at fault in any other particular, in those 
things Mr. Taft’s record shows him to be. entirely 
de ble.” 


After discussing the uppermost issues in the 
present campaign which may in a way be called 
new, such as dealing with saloons, with gambling, 
with socialism, Mr.'Cleveland wrote as follows 
touching Mr. Taft's attitude upon these issues: 

“In the policies of the present administration, 
‘which are announced as to be continued should Mr. 
Taft receive both nomination and election, there is 
an effect on the present campaign of a very puz- 
ziing nature indeed. If there were three large 
parties, one Liberal, one Radical, and the third 
Conservative, there is no doubt that the East and 
the manufacturing West would assemble its forces 
behind the Congervative standard and would carry 
them forward to a meager victory, but this is to be 
a campaign in which the vested interests can have 
no candidate and in which they can best secure 
their selfish ends by taking the safer choice. It 
seems likely that the business interests of the cour 
try would be disturbed by the victory of either 
party, and certainly Mr. Taft's reiterated attitude 
toward corporations of al! kinds contains no hint 
that fair ling on their part will be met with 
anything but conservative and discriminating yen- 
erosity on the part of his administration. From 
impressions gathered among men with much at 
stake, it is clear to me that the corporate interests 
of the country though convinced that illegal com- 
binations, illegal repression competition, and 
illegal exploitation of the public are things which 
the public intends to make no longer possible, have 
no fear of the outcome, knowing that honesty, 
whether compulsory or voluntary, never caused a 
panic or a decline in genuine values.” 

Once more we a#k readers of these quotations 
to keep fully in mind the necessary attitude with 
which Mr. Cleveland approached the discussion of 
Mr. Taft and his fitness for the Presidency. The 
person who so kindly judged of Mr. Taft’s dispo- 
sition and so highly esteemed his abilities was of 
the political party always opposed to that which 
nominated Mr. Taft for President. Mr. Cleveland's 
fundamental antagonism to Republican principles 
and policies would naturally create in his mind 
more or less prejudice against a Republican so con- 
spicuous as W. H. Taft. The fact that Mr. Taft 
is the chosen and favorite candidate of Mr. Roose- 
velt would increase rather than lessen the natural 
antipathy and prejpdice of a man of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s principles and policies. 

Having ended his criticism and analysis of the 
Republican candidate for President, and so em- 
phatically pointed him out to his countrymen as 
the proper person to guide the destinies of the na- 
tion in the next four years, Mr. Cleveland turned 
his attention to the future of the ceuntry. Opti- 
mistie and hopeful in the highect degree, with a 
deep, Christian confidence in the overruling hand 
of providence always stretched out to protect and 

guide the United States, he expressed the greatest 
hope and the fullest confidence that this provi- 
dential hand will guide the country still. Recog- 
nizing the difficult problems that entangling alli- 
ances in the future may draw us into; he foresaw 
in the integrity, in the intelligence, in the courage 
of his countrymen under the guidance of over- 
ruling providence a certainty of prosperity for the 
country in all these contingencies.

HOW CALIFORNIA GOT : 
INTO THE UNION. 


BY ROCKWELL D. HUNT. 
“New States may be admitted by the 
Congress into this Union.” 

Such is the brief provision of our 
Federal Constitution that confers 
upon the national Legislature the 
great power of admitting new com- 
monwealths, Touching this power 
Congress has well-nigh unlimited dis- 
cretion. 
When it is desired to convert an or- 
ganized Territory into a State Con- 
gress usually passcs an enabling act, 
as it is called. under which the in- 
habitants frame a constitution by 
means of a representative convention, 
which becomes binding When accepted 
by the voters of the Territory. 

Once admitted into the Union it be- 
comes the duty of Congress to see that 
a republican form of government is 


bmaintained in every State; and no 


State can, without its own consent, 
ever be deprived of its equality with 
every other State in its representation 
in the United States Senate. 

California, as is well known, never 
was an organized Territory of the 
T’nited States. No enabling act was 
ever passed by Congress for the ad- 
mission of California. Neither did its 
first constitutional convention meet at 
the instance or free initiative of its 
inhabitants. The conditions under 
which our imperial domain was welded 
into a great State were without exact 
precedent in American annals. In 
this, as in other points, the history of 
California unique. 

From the moment of the American 
conquest of California, and particu- 
larly after the gold discovery had 
started the vast tides of population 
toward our’ gates, there was constant 
need of organized government of some 
sort, and this need expressed itself 
from time to time more and more 
emphatically until it assumed the 
commanding voice of an imperious de- 
mand. 

Congress falled repeatedly to heed 
this demand and orovide even a tem- 
porary government, thus greatly em- 
barrassing the Governors de _ facto 
and at the same time further irritat- 
ing the multinlying population of 
law-loving Americans. 

The secret of Congressional fatlure 
lay in the momentous question of 
slavery extens'on, which towered 
above everything cise in the horizon 
of American politics. The alignment 
of forces in the national councils wae 
so shary and the status of the Mexti- 
can cession of 1848 had such far- 
Teaching significance in relation to 
the dominant political question that 
Struggling California seemed for a 
time to be ground between the up- 
mer and nether millstones of a relent- 


At leneth the temporizing expedi- 
ents of Stockton, Kearney, and Ma- 
son. as de facto Governors, quite 
failed to satisfy: their gonerously ex- 
mreased hopes, long deferred, failed to 
inspire needed confidence in the 
breasts of an earnest, intelligent, and 
solicitous constituency of American 
settlers. Congress falled to pro- 
vide, and the Governor was vir- 
tually helpless in the direction of 
organized government. Meanwhile the 
effete Mexican law was fast approach- 
ing a vanishing point, while the 
country was filling up with a heter- 
ogeneous mass of population from the

Fortunately the controversy was 
not long nor bitter. Theoretical as- 
pects quickly gave way to practical 
considerations arising out of the ac- 
tual stirring conditions. What the 
| people wanted was an organized 
| Bovernment; how they were to get it 
was, after all, secondary. So after Ri- 
ley had named a convenient date ana 
“suitable place for constitutional 
convention, the leading settlers were 
not long averse to “acceding to the 
time and place mentioned by Gen. RiI- 
ley"-—this concession, it being care- 
fully added, being viewed as a mat- 
ter of mere expediency and not of 
principle. ‘ 


The story of the making of Califor- 
nia’s first constitution is familar hia- 
tory. As the great Federal convention 
of 1/87 decided at the outset that no 
amount of amendment to the Articles 
of Confederation would suffice but that 
a new constitution must be framed, 
so the California convention of 1849, 
by a strong vote, decided to form a 
State government at once and not to 
attempt any preliminary TTierritorial 
organization. 

The notable work of that competent

to be “ordained and established as 
the Constitution of the State of Call- 
fornia,” and the first Legislature con- 
vened in San José, the new capital. 
Was California in reality a State? 
Certain it is that State government 
was formally inaugurated many 
months before actual admission into 
the unton.

extension? Was not the extension of 
the “peculiar institution” the raison 
d'etre of the Mexican War? And yet 


the Union would then give a total of 
sixteen free States with no prospect 
of another California as a sixteenth 
slave State. 


It is no wonder that Congres: 
wrestied and struggied with the mighty 
problem, now rendered infinitely more 
complicated by being inextricably 
bound up with many other large issues 
that culminated in that mid-century 
year. But the solution must come, 
and it did come at last. 

One of the stormiest sessions ever ex- 
perienced by our national Legislature 
was drawing to a memorable close. 
After much tribulation the California 
bill passed the Senate; then, on Sep- 
tember 7, tffe House concurred: finally, 
two days later, President Fillmore af- 
fixed signature, thus welcoming in- 
to the sisterhood of States what Wil- 
liam H. Seward so beautifully termed 
“the youthful queen of the Pacific, In 
— of freedom gorgeously inlaid with 
gold.” 

It should be noted that it was Prest- 
dent Taylor whe, by recommendation 
and sympathetic loyalty, had been chief- 
ly instrumental in advancing the cause 
of California's admission; but the 
hand of death, laid upon him just two 
months before its consummation, sadly 
explains how final approval came to 
be penned by his successor. 

News of admission reached San 
Francisco on the morning of October 
18. The business of the city was sus- 
pended in exultant feeling and the peo- 
ple poured, a vast concourse, into 
Portsmouth Square for mutual felici- 
tation and congratulation. California 
was now .known to be a_ full-fledged 
member of the glorious Union of 
States, and she could henceforth never 
be robbed of the priceless blessings of 
her Statehood. 

Nathanici Bennett delivered a mem- 
orable oration in San Francisco on 
October 29, being the occasion of a 
public celebration of California's ad- 
mission; and in the couse of his re- 
marks, after describing the awkward 
and anomalous conditions that obtained 
immediately preceding, he employed 
this beautiful rhetorical figure: “It 
was at such a time that the tidings of 
the event which we celebrate reached 
us, and the rebound of our feelings to- 
day is in proportion to the depth of 
our past depression. If, when the 
tempest has gathered over the troubled 
waters, and the anery billows, lashed 
into fury, rave around the devoted 
bark. the winds are suddenly tulled,
